Claim 59 (withdrawn): The conjugate of claim 55, wherein the support material is silica gel. 

Claim 60 (withdrawn): A straight-chained polymer of a saccharide, the polymer bearing one or 
more pendant reactive electrophilic moieties or nucleophihc moieties, wherein the electrophilic 
or nucleophilic moieties are linked to said saccharide via one or more carbamate, ester, or amino 
linkages, and wherein the saccharide is fiilly fimctionalized.
